One notes that tthe Bechive which had been the center of the Great 
Scal of the Territory of Utah was incorporated into the Great Seal of 
the State of Utah. The following letter gives an explination as to the 
designing of the Great State Seal.

Dear Mrs. Carter: 

My father, John Caine Murphy, was born in New Jersey and 
came with his family to Utah, at a very carly date. My grandfather 
Murphy owned the first sand pits up on the East Bench. As a little boy 
I remember my grandmother Murphy living in the Eleventh Ward on 
9th East and also on Sth East. My father worked for a firm called 
Clinkner & Woise of San Francisco and they sold stencils, scals and 
rubber stamps to all the mining camps in the west. My father used to 
do a Jot of traveling. He later established his own shop called J. Cc. 
Murphy & Company, which is now the Salt Lake Stamp Company. 
When Utah became a State in 1896, my father was approached 
by Governor Heber M. Wells and asked to design a Seal for the 
State of Utah. He desipned the seal with a bechive, the bee also, the 
U.S. flag, arrows, the great cagle and the figures representing the 
year the pioncers Came and the ycar of Statchood.
